C O M R MAKES STATEMENT 


Violent Deaths Most be Re­ 


ported to Kiln at Once 


County Coroner Edward 
Cronon 
issued a proclamation to physicians 
and undertakers in La Crosse and also 
to the citizens of the county, instruct­ 
ing them of the requirements of the 
state statutes, relative to cases 
of 
mysterious and sudden death—namely 
to summon the coroner. 
The recent mysterious 
disappear­ 
ance of H. L. Beardsley, while hunt­ 
ing at Rice Lake, has prompted the 
coroner to issue the .statement that a 
complete investigation may be made. 
The case of the babe found in the 
La Crosse river, requiring 
disinter­ 
ment and an autopsy also is recalled. 
The proclamation follows: 
A recent death in this city reveals 
the fact that our people, including the 
doctors and undertakers, are in need 
of advice as to what they should do 
in case of mysterious, sudden or un­ 
expected death. 
In all cases of death, 
violent or otherwise, in which there is 
a probable cause for inquiry as to the 
cause of the first thing to be done is 
to call the coroner to investigate be­ 
fore the body is removed from its po- 
sotion in which it was found; in case 
of a body found on the highway or 
011 a railroad track, it may be moved 
by the person finding it to a place of 
safety, in all other cases the coroner 
is the only person authorized to move 
or search such body. 
In all cases of 
mysterious, violent or like causes, the 
coroner should be notified in the first 
instance, that he may investigate and 
make a true record of the case. 
There is a case iii point where a 
body was found and buried and the 
coroner not notified; the remains were 
ordered disinterred, an autopsy was 
held and the cause of death ascer­ 
tained. Cases of this kind make it un­ 
pleasant for the family of the deceased 
and for all concerned, all pf which 
may be avoided if the doctors and 
the undertakers will follow the rules 
governing such cases.

ter has arisen between the Neenah Times and the Milwaukee Journal, in 


which the Journal says: 


“The Neenah Times doesn’t like what The Journal has said about 
the harm that would come to the country papers if the exchange of ad 
vet rising for mileage is declared illegal. 
The Times thinks it would be 


a great blessing if the exchange should be prevented, because the editors 


would then be able to free themselves from the influence of the railways 
and 
give their readers better treatment with 
regard to accidents and 
other railway news. 


“The Journal does not agree with The Times in its opinion of the 
country press. 
W e believe the publishers of the weekly papers 
keep 
faith with their readers and that they do 
not 
“white-wash” every acci­ 
dent. 
If, as The Times anticipates, the railroad companies will substitute 
$100 in cash for $100 in mileage to each country paper. The Journal 


would hasten to say “Amen,” but The Journal 
knows better, 
and 
The 


Times 
should. 
Railroads 
will 
spend just as little money with the week­ 
ly papers as they possibly can. 
They will spend just as little money 
with the large papers as they can.” 


It is probable that in general The Journal is correct. 
It is presuma­ 


ble that railroads will not be liberal advertisers excepting 
in 
communi­ 


ties wherein results appear to make advertising profitable.
